The French : Good Tidings from New Bedford. 


EV IJ. N. WILLIAMS, writing July 7th, says: 

+ We have good news from New Bedford

to the question of building a Mission chapel. 

+ There is imperative need of a place of worship. The 
M assachusetts. Baptist Sunday School Azsociation have 
loaned us their chapel; at , first giving the French the 
use of the building for two gservices, though not at the 
most desirable hours. Lately, owing to the growth of 
the English Mission into a small church orgamization, 
the best hour for the French service has been taken 
away, and the French Miszsion can only use the chapel 
from four P. a. to six o'clock. > Un 

* The building of a chapel is a great undertaking for this 
mis%ion. It is weak financially, composed almost exclu- 
sively of operatives, It counts onlyForty baptized mem- 
bers, but it is in the heart of a great French population 
which 15 not likely to diminish, as there are thirty-six great 
cotton mills in New Bedford, employing mainly foreigners. 
Twenty two of these cotton manufactories are in the 
north end of the city, where our French Mizsion is 
located 

+ The brethren have a lot, a corner lot on the chief 
thoroughfare, Acushnet Avenue, which could be obtained 
for about $1,400 total. It is not central in regard to 
the whole city, but fully $0 in regard to the great French 
district, it being in the heart of a French Canadian 
population of over 4,000, ,There is but one objection to 
the lot; it is directly airs the street from the Roman 
Catholic, French parsonage. Of course, the- eye of the 
priest coftld be upon every Frenchman who would dare 
enter the Protestant place of worship. That, in my opin- 
ion, would be undesirable. Brother Lefleur, in his present 
SUCCESS and enthusiasm, does not See it in that light. An 
other lot, just as well Situated, without this disadvantage, 
could be procured, but would cost about $500 more. Our 
Brother Lafleur commenced obtaimng subscriptions, when 
the * great $trike* in the mills put an end to all effort of 
the kind, but will rexume shortly, Dr. Swaim, of the First 
Baptist Church, and Brother Lefleur think that from 
friends in New Bedford $1.500 could be obtained towards 
lot and edifice ; for the rest they would have to look to the 
Home Mission Society and the Massachusetts State Con.
